This soap scour- 
ing removes the last traces of the oil 
and imparts a soft feel to the fabric. 
The purpose of the sodium phosphate 
is to assist the soap in removing the 
last of the oil. In some cases it may 
be possible to cut the scouring pro- 
cess down to one operation, but gen- 
erally speaking, better results will be 
obtained in two. The scouring pro- 
cess just given will remove the oil 
and dirt and leave the rayon in a clean 
soft condition, provided that the yarn 
has not been lying around in the oil 
for any length of time before scour- 
When hardened and oxidized 
oil is met with upon the yarn, it will 
be necessary to increase the number 
of scouring operations. The follow- 
ing process has been found satis- 
factory:

Mill 
agents find that buyers are. still 
cautious despite the near approach 
of the spring season. Cutters’ busiest 
period usually comes during March 
and April, and to get materials in 
hand for this period of intensive 
work would seem to necessitate the 
placing of more orders in the near 
future. The ease of getting the ma- 
terials they want when they want 
them has taken the edge off the buy- 
ers’ appetite, and the primary market 
may have to wait another season be- 
fore a dent is made in the strict hand- 
to-mouth policy of cutters. 

The tendency of some fabric manu- 
facturers to anticipate needs of their 
trade is of doubtful benefit to any- 
one, according to merchants who 
have been watching the market care- 
fully. A mill man should rather 
manufacture a shade under current 
requirements, according to the advice 
of these factors, than over them. The 
fact that manufacturers are 
tempted to put into the works a cer- 
tain percentage over the actual or- 
ders to cover possible reorders is one 
of the conditions which is respons- 
ible for the situation of over-supply 
which has been evident during recent 
seasons,

Reports of Forced Selling at Ex-

Boston.—It is now more 
month since business of any consid- 
erable volume has been booked on 
cotton yarns, yet the majority of buy- 
ers continue a hand-to-mouth policy 
of operating and show only moderate 
interest when substantial price con- 
cessions are quoted for forward de- 
liveries. Within the month there has 
been a net advance of 11% to 2c in 
raw cotton prices, while nominal 
quotations for coarse

medium and 
count carded yarns are practically the 
same as at the middle of December. 
Buyers appear to be as little disturbed 
by the latest advance in raw cotton 
prices as: by other recent ups and 
downs of the cotton market, yet many 
are frequently in the market for small 
lots for near delivery and there are 
few who have their needs well cov- 
ered beyond the first or middle of 
March. The majority are frank to 
admit that their waiting attitude is 
based upon expectation of lower cot- 
ton prices and increased southern 
production that will result in stock 
accumulation. 

While the majority of local dealers 
are making no efforts to force sales 
at the expense of prices they report 
increased selling pressure from other 
quarters. They are being underbid 
by % to Ic by dealers and direct-sell- 
ing spinners. That some of these of- 
fers represent short selling there 
seems to be no doubt. The latter 
refers particularly to proffers ot 
warps on the basis of 37¢ for 20s-2 
and yarns on the basis 
of 33%c for 10s frame-spun cones

for February-March delivery. Rela- 
tively low prices are reported on 
medium counts with 30s-2 warps 


of better than average grade avail- 
able at 43c. Such proffers have failed 
to stimulate active buying; on the 
other hand they appear to have en- 
couraged buyers to wait. 

The market on combed, fine count 
carded and mercerized yarn is not 
much different than that on medium 
and coarse count carded yarns. The 
attitude of buyers is much the same 
and attempts to force sales at the ex- 
pense of prices are increasing. The 
majority of eastern and_ southern 
spinners having a reputation for the 
quality of their yarn, however, appear 
to be holding prices firmly, and price

Descriptions Still in the 
Buyer’s Favor 

Boston.— The cotton waste market 
is very quiet and how long it is go- 
ing to remain in this unsatisfactory 
condition no one seems to know. The 
market will have to work out its own 
salvation, for there is no individual 
nor is there any organization that can 
give cotton waste the much desired 
immediate thrust toward an expan- 
sion in demand. A few small orders 
are dribbling in but holders of wastes 


have to make concessions in most 


cases. The market has not yet found 
itself. Underneath the surface there 
is at all times a much larger flow of 


business than might be imagined from 
the somewhat depressing account 
given of the situation on Summer 
Street. What has occurred in the past 
is much less a part of the market 
than what is now occurring, and what 
is to occur in the future. 
Many contracts have been 
cluded but there are still a few open, 
and in the main later contracts were 
placed upon bases more favorable to 
the waste trader than those 
the season before 


con- 


earlier im 
it became apparent 
that this year’s crop was to furnish 
an immense amount of untenderable 
cotton. Prices for spot wastes 
tinue in the buyer’s favor. The year 
is opening very slowly in the textile 
industry and manufacturers are still 
hunting around to find out what kind 
of materials will suit the ultimate 
consumer’s needs as interpreted by 


con 


the distributive markets. 

One of two important changes are 
pending in this market involving the 
passing out of existence as a waste 
concern of one of the oldest and best 
known organizations in the country. 
The underlying reason for this 


change is the difficult and unprofitable 
business of handling cotton wastes. 
The commission man seems to be 
somewhat of a bugbear to not a few 
of the old time cotton waste houses 
and the lot of the packer is becoming 
increasingly difficult so far the 
profitable handling of mill wastes is 
concerned. Several new alignments 
of personnel will follow this change 
which is considered one of the most 
important as well as the most startling 
in the history of the Exchange.
